In response to the Examiner's official action dated May 3, 2005, in the above- 
identified U.S. patent application, Applicant requests entry of the following amendments: 



IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 1 is rendered into allowable form by incorporating the allowable subject matter of Claim 9 
into the base Claim, and Claim 9 is cancelled. Claims 2-7 and 10-12 remain or are made 
dependent from now allowable main Claim 1 . Claims 8 and 13-20 are cancelled as being 
redundant 

In response to the rejection of the claims based on indefiniteness under 35 USC 1 12, the 
language of the remaining claims is also amended to clearly point out the separate, non- 
duplicating parts. As shown and described with respect to Figs. 1 A, IB, and 2 A, the blade pieces 
A with cutting edges B are attached to respective hinge mounting boards G which are hinged by 
hinge parts C and pins H to opposite ends of the holding piece J, and are pivoted by pivoting 



parts E which are moved by the operating parts L of the scissors unit, and cuttings are deposited 
in the collecting box Q.
